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THE GENESIS OF A GREAT SOLDIER. 


The story of General Grant’s life is presented in a con- 
densed form in a volume of 450 12mo. pages, which G. 
P. Putnam’s Sons will publish in a few weeks, as one 
of their series of biographies, entitled ‘‘Heroes of the 
Nations.”’* 

It may surprise these not familiar with the facts to 
learn that there is at present no such thing as a life of 
General Grant for sale in the bookstores. In answer to 
an inquiry fer one Grant’s “Personal Memoirs” will be 
produced, but these do not cover his whole career. Nu- 
merous biographies were published immediately after the 
Civil War, but none of these were complete, and all 
of them are at present out of print. Indeed, it has been 
practically impossible heretofore to present an adequate 
picture of General Grant’s career; partly because the 
time had not yet come to speak with freedom concerning 
him, and partly because information was lacking con- 
cerning some portions of his history. 

The delay has been profitable to the reputation of the 
great soldier, and has enabled the biographer to view him 
more nearly in the light of the impartial judgment which 
will in the end, and when the personal equation 
which disturbs the vision of his contemporaries shall 
have wholly disappeared, assign him to the first place 
among the soldiers of our Civil War. A study of Grant’s 
life discloses the orderly growth that is characteristic of 
greatness. Even as a cadet his strong elements of char- 
acter revealed themselves to discerning observers. Gen- 
eral James B. Fry, who witnessed a remarkable feat 
of horsemanship by Cadet Grant at the Academy, says: 
“A few months before graduation one of Grant’s class- 
mates, James A. Hardie, said to his friend and instruc- 
tor: ‘Well, sir, if a great emergency arises in this coun- 
try during cur lifetime Sam Grant will be the man to 
meet it.’ If I had heard Hardie’s prediction I doubt not 
I should have believed it, for I thought the young man 
who could perform the feat of horsemanship, and who 
wore « sv,ord could do anything.” 

Pro.essor Davies described Grant as the smartest man 
in his class, and Professor Mahan spoke of him as one 
whose “mental machine was of the powerful, low- 
pressure class, which condenses its own steam and con- 
sumes its own smoke; and which pushes steadily for- 
ward and drives all obstacles before it.”” General Eweil, 
of the Confederate service, who knew Grant at the 
Academy and in Mexico, said at the outbreak of the war: 
“T should fear him more than any of their officers I have 
yet heard of. He is not a man of genius, but he is clear- 
headed, quick and daring. 

In Mexico, 2d Lieutenant Grant achieved a distinc- 
tion not surpassed, if it was equalled, by that of any 
other subaltern. He was one of only five officers who 
were in every battle of the war except Buena Vista, 
which occurred just after his command had left Taylor 
on the Rio Grande to join Scott in front of Vera Cruz. 
He especially distinguished himself at Monterey, where 
he accomplished a feat like that of Napoleon at Lodi, 
Again at Chapultepec he was one of two line of- 
ficers mentioned in Garland’s report of that battle, and 
Major Francis Lee, commanding his regiment, and Capt. 
Horace Brooks, 2d Artillery, also called attention to his 
services. He was twice breveted for gallantry in actioa. 
All this in spite of the fact that he was the Quartermas- 
ter and Commissary of his regiment, and was not ex- 
pected to go into battle. In answer to his urgent re- 
quests that he be relieved from this duty, he was in- 
formed that he was assigned to such duty “because of his 
observed ability, skill and persistency in the line of 
duty.” On this letter, signed by Lieut. Col. Garland, 
Grant wrote this indorsement: 

“I should be permitted to resign the position of Quar- 
termaster and Commissary. Why should I be required 
to resign my position in the Army in order to escape this 
duty? I must and will accompany my regiment in bat- 
tle, and I am amenable to court-martial should any loss 
occur in the public property in my charge by reason of 
my absence while in action.” 

When Charles Haskins, Adjutant of the 4th Infantry, 
was killed in battle, it was Grant who was chosen 
to temporarily fill his place, having this added to his 
other staff duties. Further than this, this Lieutenant 
had devoted himself so diligently to the study of the 
country the Army was to invade, that his little leis- 
ure was occupied in correcting and completing the maps 
of staff officers and others, and he was constantly called 
upon by his superiors for information concerning the 
topography of Mexico that they could not obtain else- 
where, and General Scott, sent to him for a map of 
the country he had obtained in a scouting expedition and 
completed by data obtained from other sources. Well 
did Major Hamer say of him in a letter written home at 
this time: “I have found Lieutenant Grant a most re- 
markable and valuable young soldier. I anticipate for 
him a brilliant future, if he should have an opportunity 
to display his powers when they mature. Young as he 
is, he has been of great value and service to me.” 

If there is any other subaltern serving in Mexico who 
has a better title to the place of chief distinction among 
officers of his rank, we should be glad to know it. The 
foundation of Grant’s future fame was laid in distin- 
guished achievement during the early years of his mili- 
tary service. 

Next we find him as Captain, showing marked energy 
and ability during the transportation of his regiment 
across the Isthmus of Panama on the way to California 
in the summer of 1852. His biographer tells us that 
“an officer who sailed with him on this voyage reports 
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that one day some of the officers of the 4th Infantry 
were engaged in a heated discussion on the main deck, 
while Grant was seated by himself at some distance 
from them. As the discussion grew warmer, and the 
prospect of agreement less and less, Adjutant McConnell 
broke in with: ‘I tell you, fellows, how we will settle 
this. Let’s go across the deck and refer the whole mat- 
ter to long-headed Sam, and whatever may be his de- 
cision we will abide by it.’ There were many disputes 
during this trying journey, and the services of ‘long- 
headed Sam’ as umpire were in frequent request.” 

Coming to the Civil War, we find Grant as a Colonel 
and Brigadier General, showing a skill and intelligence 
in dealing with volunteers, and with the vexatious prob- 
lems their ignorance occasioned, such as few officers dis- 
played. Speaking of the methods by which he reduced 
an unruly regiment to order, Colonel Church says: 

“On one occasion, before the regiment left Camp Yates, 
an Irish member who had been visiting Springfield, re- 
turned in a condition that made him entirely oblivious 
of authority. He so terrorized the camp that the Cor- 
poral and others ordered to arrest him shrank from the 
task. Without a moment’s hesitation the Colonel 
knocked the Irishman down, bound him, and gagged him 
in the usual manner by tying a bayonet in his mouth. 

“A few such experiences of the Regular Army meth- 
ods of enforcing discipline soon reduced the unruly regi- 
ment to order. But its ways were a sore trial to the 
patience of the new Colonel, who gave expression, how- 
ever, to his discontent, in the mildest manner. When 
at drill his whole line was thrown into confusion by the 
inability of the men to understand a simple order, Col- 
onel Grant sat on his horse in amazement and disgust. 
Without trying to extricate his men from their difficulty, 
he turned to the next in command, and exclaimed, ‘Con- 
found that company, anyhow!’ then, wheeling his horse 
quickly, he rode off without a word of criticism or expla- 
nation. The company officers extricated the men from 
the muddle in the best way they could; and they all 
marched to quarters, as the men said, ‘feeling a hun- 
dred times worse than if Grant had raised his voice and 
sworn till the air was blue.’ ” 

How well he understood the character of the volun- 
teers he commanded is illustrated by many anecdotes. 
His experience in civil life saved him from the mistakes 
made by men whose whole training had been in the 
Army, and who dealt with volunteers as they would with 
regular soldiers. He knew how to create a regimental 
public sentiment that favored discipline, and he made 
effective use of the American sense of humor. An officer 
commanding his advance guard, who ventured to assume 
the role of the commanding officer, was received with 
corresponding favor at a farmhouse where he stopped. 
When Grant passed by soon after, and asked for a meal 
at the same house, he was curtly told that there was 
nothing for him. General Grant had just been there 
and eaten up everything except one pie. A bargain was 
made for this pie on condition that it should be kept 
until sent for. 

That evening when the brigade was in camp, a dress 
parade was ordered, a very unusual ceremony when 
troops are on the march, especially so in a camp com- 
manded by General Grant. There was much excitement 
among the troops, and all sorts of rumors were afloat, 
until, after the usual ceremonies, the Adjutant stepped 
to the front and read the following special order: 

“Lieutenant Wickfield, of the Indiana Cavalry, having 
on this day eaten everything in Mrs. Selvidge’s house, at 
the crossing of the Trenton and Pocahontas and Black 
River and Cape Girardeau roads, except one pumpkin 
pie, Lieutenant Wickfield is hereby ordered to return 
with an escort of one hundred cavalry, and eat that pie 
also. “U. S. GRANT, 

“Brigadier General Commanding.” 

The order was received with uproarious merriment at 
the expense of the Lieutenant, who was obliged to re- 
trace his weary steps to the widow’s house and eat his 
humble pie in the presence of his imposing escort of cav- 
alry. He never forgot that pie; and the men of the com- 
mand learned that their General was not to be trifled 
with, however forbearing he might be in administering 
the lesson of discipline. 

Following the opening chapters, in which the expe- 
riences above referred to are narrated, we have in this 
volume chapters on the seizure of Paducah and the bat- 
tle of Belmont; the capture of Forts Henry and Donel- 
son; the battles of Shiloh, Corinth and Iuka, Vicksburg 
and Chattanooga, bringing us down to Grant’s promotion 
to the rank of Lieutenant General and his appointment 
as General in Chief. Summing up his career thus far, 
his biographer says: 

“The development of Grant into the dimensions of a 
great commander had been progressive, and there were 
no steps backward. Through victory and defeat alike he 
advanced in knowledge, in self-confidence, and in the 
mastery of the conditions of war. His early experience 
as a soldier had taught him useful lessons; but it had 
given him no undue confidence, nor was he hampered 
by the worship of precedents and the exaggerated re- 
spect for mere theories of war that paralyzed others who 
had won the confidence of the country and of the au- 
thorities while he was still an obscure volunteer. His 
experience in the Army as a Quartermaster had taught 
him the importance of looking after the means of trans- 
portation and supply for troops; and that memorable 
ride at Monterey had burnt into his memory, as no mere 
routine experience could have done, a knowledge of the 
necessity for keeping fighting men constantly supplied 
with ammunition. If he did not rank so high as some 
others as a student of the art of war as written, Grant 
was a close student of events. In his first movement 
against the enemy, as an officer of volunteers, he feit 
great concern; but the discovery that the Confederate 
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commander, more frightened than he was, had left the 
field before he arrived, taught him a lesson he never fop. 
got. 

‘From that event to the close of the war,” he tells us, 
‘I never experienced trepidation upon confronting the 
enemy. I never forgot that he had as much reason to 
fear my forces as I had his. The lesson was valuable.’ 

“Yet Grant was by no means ignorant of the historica) 
records of war. Indeed, ‘in addition to his great com- 
mon sense, he knew the Jessons of war as completely as 
any General that ever lived.’ John Russell Young, who 
says this, illustrates it by a conversation he had with 
him during his voyage around the world. 

“*Walking up and down the deck, Grant went on to 
describe all of Napoleon’s campaigns, from Marengo 
down to Leipsic, speaking of each battle in the most 
minute manner—the number of men engaged on either 
side, even the range of their guns and the tactics of 
both sides; why victory came and why defeat came—as 
thoroughly learned as a problem in mathematics. ‘They 
back to the battles of Frederick the Great; Leuthen: 
the campaigns of the Thirty Years’ War; back to the 
campaigns of Caesar, and always illustrating he 
talked the progress and change in the art of war, and 
how machinery, projectiles, and improvements in arms 
had made what would be a great victory for Napoleon al- 
most impossible now. It simply meant this, that Genera] 
Grant, with his marvelous memory, had not forgotten his 
West Point education. It is the only occasion on which 
I ever heard Grant speak of the art of war, because it 
was a subject to which he had an aversion. You might 
have known him for a year and never learned that he 
had fought a battle in his life.’ 

“Not only did General Grant remember his West P’vint 
education, but he had read much; and during the course 
of his garrison life in the Army, when he read every. 
thing that came to hand, even such abstruse works as 
those of Emanuel Swedenborg, he no doubt found oppor: 
tunity to extend his knowledge of military literature be- 
yond the recollections of his studies at the Military 
Academy. 

“At Paducah and Belmont, at Henry and Donelson, 
he had learned how great is the moral power of the 
initiative. Shiloh had convinced him, as well as it had 
convinced the enemy, that neither section could claim 
advantage in the superior pluck and prowess of the 
individual soldier; it had further taught the useful! les- 
son of the value of field fortifications. At Holly Springs, 
where he was deprived of all communication with the 
North for more than a week, he had discovered how 
possible it was to disregard the usual means of commuui- 
cation, and feed upon the enemy’s country. 

“Favoritism and prejudice are powerful factors with 
military men in determining professional reputations. It 
it difficult for a graduate of the Military Academy to 
outlive the judgment passed upon him by his fellow 
students there, however undiscriminating it may have 
been. It is still more difficult to overcome the harsh gar- 
rison determinations as to character and capacity, due 
oftentimes to incidents that are wholly inconclusive as 
to a soldier’s actual quality. It was Grant’s misfortune 
—or shall we not rather say, in the light of the result, 
that it was his extreme good fortune—to have incurred 
the distrust of officers of the old Army under whom 
it was his lot to serve when he re-entered the Army, and 
especially the hostility of Halleck. If this subjected him 
to scre humiliation and mortification, it also impressed 
upon him those lessons of patience, subordination, and 
self-abnegation, to which he was by nature most re 
sponsive. His trying experiences as an officer served as 
a check upon a too rapid advance, which might have 
subjected him to those perils of undue exaltation which 
wrecked so many promising military reputations. 

“Thus step by step, with steady progress, Grant ad- 
vanced to the full height of his career, as the country 
gradually awakened to the realization of the fact that 
they had in this modest soldier from Illinois a man who 
could be depended upon to do his duty to the fullest ex- 
tremity, undisturbed by good or evil fortune, accepting 
both alike as the will of that Higher Power who sits 
in judgment on the purposes of men, and chooses His 
own instruments in His own time, without regard to the 
decisions of cabinets and councils. 

“The fortune of war had sifted from among the of- 
ficers high in rank those whose ability, experience, aul 
disinterested devotion to duty, justified the fullest mear 
ure of confidence; and chief among these Congress ani 
the President had rightly placed Ulysses Simpson Grant. 
While others were calling upon Hercules, Grant from 
the first put his shoulder squarely to the wheel. While 
other men demanded more of the troops and supplies 
needed by every Army beyond the possibility of the (ov- 
ernment to furnish, he was doing the best he could with 
what he had, and insisting that he could, if left to him 
self, do still more. He never made his failure to obtain 
all that he wanted or what he needed, an excuse for inac 
tion or delay; nor did he seek to throw upon the sorely 
harassed and perplexed civil authorities at Washingto® 
the responsibility for his own shortcomings. His corte 
spondence with the Government will be searched in vail 
for the evidence that appears in the dispatches of som 
general officers, of a desire to burden the records wit!

“Rejecting at the beginning of his career the theories 
that hampered others, and that were only adapted to en- 
counters between armies thoroughly organized and 
trained, Grant understood the importance of action, and 
continued action to transform raw troops into veterans. 
Less fortunate than his critics, he was not able to re- 
view his plans in the light of accomplished facts; and 
in ‘the fog of war’ were hidden from him circumstances 
that might have modified his action, or induced a change 
of programme. If he made mistakes, he showed how suc- 
cessive defeats, miscarriages, and disasters might be 
made the stepping stones to final victory. The siege of 
Vicksburg, which brought clearly to view his characteris- 
tic tenacity, will challenge the admiration of men as a 
military feat, with Ciudad Rodriguez and Badajos, so 
long as history is read. It was clearly Grant’s own 
work; and his complete success at Grant Gulf, when for 
the first time he was able to carry his methods to their 
final conclusion without interference from higher author- 
ity, throws a flood of light upon his previous career. 
Grand Gulf was a brilliant military conception—one of 
those audacities of genius, which, like Macdonald’s cross- 
ing the Splugen, transcends all rules of military art.” 

The story of General Grant’s experiences as General- 
in-Chief in immediate command of the Army of the Po- 
tomac, occupies several chapters and others are devoted 
to the history of his administration in command of the 
Army in time of peace, as Secretary of War and as Pres- 
ident of the United States. To these we shall refer in 
another article. The concluding chapters are occupied 
with Grant’s experiences as a traveler, with the brief, 
but sad story of his business misadventures and his 
tragic and heroic death. The volume contains in all 
twenty-four chapters, and it is the first complete record 
of General Grant’s history that has thus far appeared. 





LITTLE KNOWN ERRORS IN COURTS MAR- 
TIAL, 


Not only in the case of Runkle vs. U. S. 122, 555, 
but in many others, the Supreme Court of the United 
States has declared repeatedly, that “a court martial has 
only a limited and special jurisdiction and that every fact 
necessary to show that it had a right to try at the time 
and place where it held court must appear on the record 
affirmatively—detailed otherwise than merely argumenta- 
tively.” Under this rule, when a court is ordered to 
convene “on April 1 (for example) or as soon thereafter 
as possible,” and on the record of any trial there appears 
for the first date “Apr. 5,” with, under it, “First day, 
the court met in pursuance of the convening order” (or 
the like), the jurisdiction, if it has any, is not supported 
by the record and the sentence is unsupportable. In the 
court martial case of Brookes vs. Graham, 11, Peck, 445, 
“There being no order for convening the court on the 
day when the defendant was tried, he not being sum- 
moned then and there to appear,” the sentence was held 


void, the court adding, “If the court martial was legally - 


holden, and if the defendant was bound to appear be- 
fore it, it was by force of the former adjournment, which 
was not shown on the record.” So also (Ives “Military 
Law,” p. 214), “When the record does not show that the 
court met pursuant to the order constituting it, the omis- 
sion is fatal to the validity of the sentence. If the desig- 
nated officers meet and form a naval cvurt martial and 
obtain jurisdiction on the day and hour mentioned in 
the convening order, say, April 1, then retention of juris- 
diction, under Art. 45, Sec. 1624, Rev. Stat., must be 
shown. If their “First day” is “April 5” the court must 
meet April 1, adjourn from day to day, until April 5, and 
say so. “It is an elementary principle that no proceeding 
of a court of special and limited jurisdiction will be held 


legal when competent authority for the purpose 
is not shown; jurisdiction in such cases is not to be 
presumed, but must be proved; a general aver- 
ment of jurisdiction amounts to nothing; the 


facts “(of meeting and adjournment)” upon which it de- 
pends, must appear”’—(People v. Koeber, 7 Hill) and 
(N. Y., 41). “The time must be entered whenever there 
is an adjournment. It is such entry which constitutes 
the adjournment, and unless it be made the judge loses 
jurisdiction. A subsequent entry will not supply 
the defect, nor restore jurisdiction”—(Brown vs. Kellogg, 
17 Wis., 476). And in Crandall vs. Bacon, 20 Wis., 640, 
“The judgment. ..was void. The justice adjourned. . . 
without specifying the day to which he adjourned. He 
thereby lost jurisdiction.” Thus, unless such facts are dis- 
tinctly recorded, not mere “conclusions of law” drawn 
from having even correctly complied with the law, it 
must be inferred that the court martial either has lost 
jurisdiction by failing to prolong its statutory existence 
under this Article 45, and by not “sitting from day to 
day, Sundays excepted,” or it has failed to show and 
establish the continuation of its jurisdiction by recording 
that the proceedings began within the restrictions of the 
precept creating the court, and were kept alive and con- 
tinued by daily adjournments in accordance with law. 
The right of the assembled officers under the convening 
order to try any one on April 5th, is not shown otherwise 
than “argumentatively,” or by a conclusion of law, 
“That which does not appear should be considered as not 
existing, in a naval court martial”—(3 Op. Atty. Gen., 
297). “The record of each trial by court martial must 
be complete in itself’—(Winthrop’s “Military Law”). “A 
court has no authority to try at an adjourned session 
where the trial was not commenced at a regular session” 
—(Mills vs. Com., 1 Har. (Pa.), 628). “The time when 
the court martial adjourns and reassembles is recorded 
with precision, in order that it may appear on the face 
of the proceedings to have been held during the appoint- 
ed time”’—(p. 202). “The proceedings must be made out 
separately”—(Simmons on Courts Martial). 

The foregoing apparently technical rule has been dis- 


cussed as a necessary preface to the interpretation of 
such a law as Art. 45, Sec. 1624, U. 8. Rev. Stat., which 
will be found almost universal among national and State 
enactments controlling military jurisprudence. This re- 
quires that proceedings shall not be suspended or delayed 
if a designated number of the court are assembled at the 
place of trial, “and that they shall sit from day to day 
until judgment is given.’”’ More than once it has oc- 
curred that the spirit and reason of this rule has been 
lost sight of, the statute violated, with the result—a void 
sentence and all its consequences. 

The bearing of a law like this upon courts martial will 
become easier to understand from a specific instance of 
its breach. The proceedings of a certain naval general 
court martial commenced at the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
Cal., on April 1, 1889, at which time and place, in obe- 
dience to his orders, H, the person to be tried, “appeared 
and reported himself to the presiding officer of the court 
for trial.” Said proceedings were then suspended or de- 
layed as to H, on account of the absence of two of the 
members of the court from the place of trial. These had 
received orders from the Bureau of Navigation of the 
Navy Department to go and survey a new cruiser build- 
ing at San Francisco, on the same day that another bu- 
reau, the J. A. G., had assigned them to court martial 
duty. The two officers thus absented themselves from 
Mare Island between April 1 and 5. Although the statu- 
tory number (five) remained at Mare Island, they stopped 
all progress with the trial of H., delaying and protracting 
his trial on account of the absence of these two members, 
flatly in violation of Art. 45, Sec. 1624, R. 8., which 
reads: “When the proceedings of any general court mar- 
tial have commenced, they shall not be . . . delayed on ac- 
count of the absence of any of the members, provided 
five or more are assembled.” On each day, April 1-5, 
five or more were assembled at Mare Island: indeed, ac- 
tually met in formal conclave as a court, and then imme- 
diately adjourned, “delaying” all judicial action to await 
the attention of the absent members, who went each day 
on the “hoard of survey.” The last clause of Art. 45 
reads: “The court is enjoined to sit from day to day.” 
Regarding merely the surface shell of this phrase, not in- 
terpreting it by the remainder of the article, the court 
conceived its duty done when it held an empty, idle 
meeting. barely assembling and at once adjourning. Was 
it to hold vacant, profitless sessions that Congress enact- 
ed Art. 45? If so, why “sit” thus “nntil sentence is 
given”? For how could empty sessions be productive of 
results, if these indeed are referred to, or read this “sen- 
tence” ? 

“This article.” reads 6 of Atty. Gen., 207, “intends to 
secure to the officers a speedy and impartial trial, when 
charged with offenses and put in arrest, and to give them 
a protection against delay of justice and protracted ar- 
rest. Tt is enacted in the spirit of Amendment VI. to the 
Constitution. But this article would be comparatively 
impotent if, after proceedings begun, members dispersed 
(as on a board of survey), may reassemble. Tf it 
may he done at the end of a week, why not after a month 
or © year or more? And so an officer might be kept in 
arrest during the pleasure of the Secretary of the Navy.” 

Thus, if said court martial in any manner obtained 
jurisdiction of the person of the acensed on April 1, 1889, 
it lost it thereafter by holding its trial against the pro- 
hibition of the said act of Congress. 

The English law is similar, 29 and 30 Vict., ¢. 109, s. 
60. reading, “a court martial’s proceedings shall not be 
delayed by the absence of any member, so that not less 
than four are present.” The English law pays no atten- 
tion to a mere, dry, formal session. 

Both the present English and American law come from 
the lengthy act of George IT., repeated in Stat. at Large, 
19 George TIT., cap. 17, where may be found insisted 
upon with great strenuousness that if any members of a 
court martial go on shore during the trial the remainder 
will continue with the proceedings, that there shall not 
he mere dry adjournments, but a substantial, uninter- 
rupted progress through business hours. Such a delay, 
even for one day, says Hickman on Naval Court Martial, 
np. 25. “would render the sentence void and the proceed- 
ings illegal.” Gro. F. Ormspy.

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Army and Navy officers, who go abroad, will hereafter 
be required to pay the usual fee for passports. This de- 
cision has just been made by the State Department and 
in accordance with it the passport clerk will in the fu- 
ture insist upon the payment of the fee upon the issu- 
ance of a passport to an officer of either of the services. 
It has been customary in the past for the Department to 
issue passports to Army and Navy officers without cost. 
but consideration of the law on the subject has convinced 
the authorities that the practice is not legal. Including 
notarial services, the cost of a passport is $1.25. The 
question of permitting an officer to include in his pass- 
port his rank and connection with a service was also dis- 
cussed.

The ball in honor of the U. 8S. Navy and visiting officers 
at Hotel Waldorf on the evening of April 28, was a 
brilliant affair. The ball room was beautifully decor- 
ated. In the main hall that separates the rooms of the 
state suite the Ist Battalion of the New York Naval 
Reserve was stationed as a guard of honor. From the 
State departments the guests walked down the broad 
stairease leading to the small ballroom. ‘The staircase 
was decorated with tall vases of American Beauty roses. 
The small ballroom was decorated with American and 
foreign flags and palms.

Thompson, Mrs. Park Benjamin, Mrs. J. Alden Harri- 
man, and Mrs. A. R. Shattuck. Among those present 
were: Capt. Edward H. Gamble, Comdr. Lewis Bayly, 
from the British cruiser Talbot; Capt. Lespinasse de 
Saune, of the French corvette Fulton; Capt. Don José 
de Veiga, of the Spanish cruiser Maria Teresa; Capt. 
José Firado, of the Infanta Isabella; Martin Garcia 
Mérose. 
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At the close of the Civil War, when the question arose 
as to the disposition of our fleet of ironclads was under 
discussion, John Ericsson advised the Navy Department 
to establish a fresh water basin at League Island and 
lay them up there. In a letter to the Department te 
showed the advantages and practicability of this scheme. 
Now, after a delay of over thirty years, the Department 
has decided to adopt Ericsson's suggestion. It has just 
completed its plan for the creation of a great receiving 
basin at the League Island Navy Yard, and, as proposals 
for the dredging are to issue very soon, the work will, 
it is expected, be well under way by the Ist of July. 
The basin is intended to be used for the safe keeping of 
ships out of commission or those laid up as part of the 
new reserve, and Congress has appropriated $100,000 
toward its construction. In addition to that sum, the 
bureau of yards and docks has $27,000 to its credit for 
dredging purposes, and this aggregate will suffice for thé 
construction of the original basin. The plans of the bu- 
reau are so drawn that, beginning with a small basin 
in the back channel, next to the mouth of the Schuylkill, 
the dredging can be carried on from year to year until 
the entire back channel as far as Broad street has been 
turned into a vast receiving basin. ‘The original basin 
will be 1,000 feet long by 300 feet broad at the 
tom and 420 feet at the top, with a depth of 
30 feet, and the present 11-foot channel from the 
Delaware will be dredged out to 26 feet depth. This 
basin, it is expected, will accommodate from two to six 
ships, according to size, as they can be laid closely along- 
side by means of cables fastened on either shore, and in 
such a fresh water basin, free from the corrisive action 
of salt water and the growth of barnacles, steel ships 
may be preserved almost indefinitely. 


bot- 
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As a result of the commissioning of new gunboats, 
there promises to be considerable change of material of 
ships on foreign naval stations. Orders have been is- 
sued by the Navy Department placing the Wilmington 
in commission. Details are also being prepared for the 
vunboat Concord, the repairs to which have just been 
completed at Mave Island, and for the Helena and An- 
napolis, which have been preliminary accepted and are 
now at the yards of their buiiders undergoing final 
touches preliminary to being turned over to the govern- 
ment. Instead of being the training ship for the Naval 
Academy, it has been determined by the officials to use 
the Annapolis for regular service, and have the Vicks- 
burg perform this duty. This vessel is under construc- 
tion at the Bath Iron Works. The Vicksburg will have 
her preliminary triai within a few days. The Nashville. 
which is practically completed at the works of the New- 
port News Shipbuilding Company, has had several con- 
tractors’ trials, and has been reported as ready for her 
official test. The gunboats Wheeling and Marietta are 
being completed at the works of the Union Iron Works, 
and instructions have been sent to officers at Mare Isl- 
and to lay out a trial course for the vessels in Sag 
Francisco Bay. 

Considerable difficulty is being experienced in getting 
crews for these ships, but once they are manned they 
will be sent to the four quarters of the globe. The 
moniter Amphitrite before being laid up in ordinary at 
Annapolis, will go to Norfolk, where she will be placed 
in apple-pie order. Those of her crew who will not be 
retained on board this ship for duty will be distributed 
among the gunboats to go in commission. The Columbia 
will also be thoroughly repaired before ~-being placed in 
ordinary, and a portion of, her crew will be used for fill- 
ing the complements of men intended for the third-rate 
vessels. The Concord, which will be commanded by 
Commander Asa Walker, will probably be sent to China. 
Upon her appearance, there is reason to believe that the 
Yorktown will be ordered home. Within the next year 
the Monocacy will probably be disposed of and one of the 
new gunboats will be sent to China to take her place. 
The Wilmington may be ordered to the South Atlantic 
Station to take the place of the Yantie, which is now on 
her way to Norfolk, where she will be placed ont of com- 
mission. It is the purpose of Secretary Long to distrib- 
ute the gunboats as much as possible, and lay a number 
ef the larger vessels up in ordinary so as to run the Navy 
on as economical a basis as possible. The detail of of- 
ficers to take a course of instruction at the Naval War 
College during the coming summer is being prepared at 


the Navy Department. On account of the necessity 
of officers performing work in connection with vessels 
under construction and their routine duty, some difficulty 
is being experienced in getting twenty-five who are ayaij- 
able.

The case of Capt. Romeyn before the court martia! at 
McPherson involves a large amount of testimony, which 
would be less in quantity and quite as valuable in quality 
if it were kept more strictly within the rules of evidence, 
The detail for the court was given in our issue of Apri] 
17, page 605. The first charge is “Conduct unbecoming 
an officer and gentleman in violation of the 61st Article 
of War.” The specifications allege that the accused, 
“Henry Romeyn, Capt. 5th Inf., did state to Capt. Ha- 
ward I, Randall, 5th Inf., ‘that Maj. Blair D. Taylor 
would not allow his daughter to accept an invitation to 
dinner at the quarters of Ist Lieut. M. J. O’Brien, 5th 
Inf., or to enter said quarters,’ or words to that effect, 
which statement was false. That he did make to Ste 
phen H. Bennett, a civilian, and in the presence and 
hearing of other civilians, false, slanderous and defama- 
tory statements about the wife of Ist Lieut. M. J, 
O’Brien, 5th Inf., to the effect that her conduct with 2 
Lieut. Frank E. Bamford, 5th Inf., had been grossly im- 
proper and had been visited with general and public dis 
favor and ostracism, particularly at a party given at 
Fort McPherson, public disapproval of the acts and con- 
duct of the wife of Ist Lieut. M. J. O’Brien, 5th Inf, 
had been evidenced by the refusal of three of the ladies 
of Fort McPherson, Ga., (through reason of such disap- 
proval) to attend dinner upon invitation at the quarters 
of said O’Brien on Thursday, Feb. 11, 1897; all this with 
malicious intent to create, or tend to create a belief that 
the moral character and social behavior of the wife of 
said O’Brien were well known to be improper and had 
been markedly treated as such by the officers and ladies 
of the garrison of Fort McPherson, Ga.; ‘felt it his duty 
asa Christian gentleman older than Bennett to farn and 
advise him that his social standing would be impaired un- 
less he discontinued his friendship with the wife of Ist 
Lieut. M. J. O’Brien, 5th Inf., because she was in (is- 
repute by reason of her social conduct,’ or words to that 
effect; all this with malicious intent to defame the fair 
name of the wife of said O’Brien.” 

“Charge Second—Conduct to the prejudice of good or- 
der and military discipline, in violation of the 62d Article 
of War.  Specification—In that Henry Romeyn, Capt. 
Sth Inf., did, without just cause or provocation, violent 
ly strike with his arm and clenched fist Ist Lieut. M. J. 
O’Brien, 5th Inf., on the open parade ground at Fort Me 
Pherson, Ga., in the presence of officers of the Army and 
others, immediately after the dismissal of dress parade, 
Wednesday, Feb. 17, 1897.” 

Surgeon Taylor, whose name is mentioned in the spe- 
cifications, testified that his daughter declined an invita- 
tion to dine at Lieutenant O’Brien’s on account of a pre 
vious engagement, but, aside from this, he should have 
advised her not to go. Asked “Why?’ he answered: 

“On account of the gossip. I did not want my daugh 
ter mixed up in it. Not that I believed Mrs, O'Brien a 
bad woman, or that I desired to ostracise them.” 

He further said: “I said to Capt. Romeyn that I was 
glad my daughter had not accepted the invitation to 
dinner; that there had been considerable talk around tly 
garrison concerning Mrs. O’Brien and Lieut. Bamford, | 
believe, and under the circumstances I preferred that she 
should not go, as a young girl could not be too careful.” 
“Did you say you would not allow her to accept the in 
vitation?”’ “I don’t think I did.’ “Did you say you 
would not allow her to enter Lieut. and Mrs, O'Brien's 
quarters?” “No, I did not.” “I want to say that | 
don’t believe Capt. Romeyn has any intention of misrep 
resenting me in this matter, but think he has looked 
through his own spectacles rather than mine.” 

The Mr. Bennett referred to testified that Capt. Lo 
meyn called upon him and warned him against Mrs. 
O'Brien. “He told me not to visit O’Brien’s house, sy 
ing that the Lieutenant had come to the post under a 
cloud, and that if I persisted in calling on him, I woul 
regret it. He said that only three ladies at the post 
spoke to Mrs. O’Brien, the rest cutting her. He told me 
she was a dangerous woman and said she was condemned 
universally except by the three ladies already mentioned 
From what the Captain said I supposed the woman was 
to be avoided and not cultivated on account of ber evi 
dent looseness of character. In our conversation at my 
office you did not mention the word character in re 
rard to Mrs. O’Brien. You said nothing directly against 
her character.” 

Various witnesses testified to an intimacy between Mrs 
O’Brien and Lieut. Bamford, which led to much gossip. 
different persons putting different constructions upon it. 
according to their predelictions; some considering the 
constant appearance of an unmarried officer and a mar 
ried woman in each other’s company as highly improper. 
others as indiscreet, and some saw nothing to criticise 
in it. Miss Randall, daughter of Capt. Randall, testified 
strongly in this last sense. She testified as follows: 

“The actions of Lieut. Bamford were innocent?’ “En 
tirely so.” 

“Was there any ostracism of them?’ 
cism.” 

“Did you notice anything in their conduct at the ger 
man?” “No. They were received the same as all others 
and acted the same.” 

“What are the social relations of the O’Briens with the 
rest of the garrison?’ “Just as all are. I have secu 
nothing to the contrary.” 

“Are you well acquainted with Mrs. O’Brien?” “Very.” 

“Are you friendly?’ “Very much so.” 

“Havy you had any reason to change your estimate of

her in the last few months?’ ‘“N 

“Then, you have never at any time intended to make 
adverse criticism of her conduct?’ “No.” 

“Did you notice anything unusual at a hop where they 
danced together all evening?’

“Dirn’t you hear any remarks on their conduct at this 
hop?’ “Don't know of any.” 

“Do you know whether the social relations of the 
O’Briens among the families of this post are pleasant or 
not?” “Why, they are very pleasant.” 

“Who told you of this conversation Capt. Romeyn had 
with Mr. Bennett?’ “He told me himself.” 

“Do you know of any one having cut Mrs. O’Brien?” 
“She told me Mrs. Romeyn had done so. I know noth- 
ing about any other person.”

“He further testified that Mrs. O’ Brien’s intimacy with 
Lieut. Bamford had his entire approval. = ; 
in his testimony, Capt. W. H. C, Bowen, Sth Inf,, said; 
“Was the conduct of Lieut. Bamford and Mrs, O’Brien, 
,~cording to what you know and have testified, sufli- 
‘ent to produce public scandal in the post? Yes, I 
should say 80.” ’ , 

“Do you mean to say that the innocent acts of which 
vou have spoken could have produced public scandal? 
“When I was a boy I was taught that a bundle of sticks 
wuld not be broken, but taken one at a time, the feat 
could easily be accomplished. So it is in this case. Each 
separate act tells nothing, but taken in the aggregate 
they are sufficient to cause scandal.

Cavalry, and on October 11, 1861, Brigadier Genera! of 
Volunteers. His service in the field was continuous and 
distinguished, and he was severely wounded at the bat- 
tle of New Hope Church, May 4 1864. He soon took 
the field again, however, and was Chief of Cavalry of 
the Military Division of the Mississippi from August to 
October, 1864, and from November, 1864 to October, 
1865, was in command of a division of cavalry. He was 
mustered out of the volunteer service in 1866, being then 
Major of the 4th U. 8. Cavalry; served at various De- 
partment Headquarters as Judge Advocate for a few 
years, and was retired October 12, 1867, as Major Gen- 
eral, changed to Brigadier General by the law of March 
3, 1875, for disability from wounds received in battle. 
He held the brevets of Lieutenant Colonel, Colonel, 
Brigadier General and Major General for gallantry 2t 
Chickamauga, Chattanooga, Nashville, and generally in 
the field throughout the War. In 1868 the degree of 
A. M. was conferred upon him by the University of Mis- 
souri.

THE BEST RECORD AT COACHING. 
In May “St. Nicholas” George B. Smith tells of “Gen. 
Grant’s White Mountain Ride,” a coaching trip during 
which the President was driven from Bethlehem to Pro- 


file House in less than an hour by Edward Cox. Mr. 
Smith says: 

“In ‘The Century Magazine’ for November, 1892, Mr. 
T. Suffern Tailer gave the result of a trial of speed in 
modern coaching. ‘This journey was in France over 
roads kept in constant repair by strict enforcement of 
law, and the trial was under the direction of Mr. James 
Gordon Bennett, which implies that every possible ef- 
fort was made to insure quick time. The course was 
from the ‘Herald’ office in Paris to Trouville, distant 140 
miles. Horses stationed in advance were changed thir- 
teen times, and driven, as Mr. Tailer himself shows, un- 
sparingly. Nine people were in the party, and the time 
made was, for the entire trip, ten hours and fifty min- 
utes, or a little over twelve miles an hour, including 
anon, over macadamized French roads, comparatively 
evel. 

“Contrast this showing of twelve miles in sixty min- 
utes, with every advantage, and that of eleven miles in 
fifty-eight minutes, over mountain roads in the country, 
eight horses to be driven, with sixteen people to carry, 
and the reader can easily see which is the greater per- 
formance. It is probable that Mr. Cox’s achievement 
has never been excelled, when everything is considered. 

“Gen. Grant, as he dismounted from his lofty perch, 
was a curious spectacle. Covered with dust from head to 
foot, he had the aggeatense of a man who had been 
rolled in the road. at, hair and whiskers had suffered 
alike, and including his clothing he was all dust color.”

THE BATTLE OF CHANCELLORSVILLE. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal”: 

Referring to your remarks on the affair at Chancel- 
lorsville in your issue of March 20, will you kindly allow 
me space in your columns for a brief statement in the 
interest of “the facts of history.” A statement that does 
not rest on the reports of officers who had no personal 
knowledge of the facts, but on the testimony of numer- 
ous and unimpeachable eye-witnesses. The real facts 
are these: 

1. That no order was given by General Pleasanton to 
Major Keenan, of the 8th Pennsylvania Cavalry to 
charge into the wood bordering Hazel Grove for the 
purpose of holding the enemy in check until General 
Pleasanton could get some guns into position, and that 
no such charge was made. 

2. That the 8th Pennsylvania was sent by General 
Pleasanton to report to General Howard at or near 
Wilderness Church, and had left Hazel Grove before the 
enemy seriously threatened that position. 

3. That the gallant charfe of the 8th Pennsylvania 
Cavalry was made by order of its commanding officer, 
Colonel Pennock Huey, on the plank road out of sight 
and hearing of Hazel Grove, and neither had or was in- 
tended to have any bearing on the defense of that po- 
sition. 

4. The fact that any charge had been made by the 
regiment in question was unknown to General Pleasan- 
ton until Colonel Huey reported to him the next morn- 
ing. 

5. That when Jackson's advance struck the 11th Corps 
four batteries had been for some time awaiting orders 
in the extensive clearing known as Hazel Grove. Uf 
these, Co, 1st Ohio Light Artillery, and the 10th and 
llth New York Independent batteries belong to Whip- 
ple’s division of the 3d Corps. They were left there 
when that division ssed through en route to join the 
force under General Sickles, near the Welford furnace. 
Later, Martin’s Horse Battery, with Devins’ Cavalry 
Brigade, arrived. and took ground on the opposite or 
south side of the field. All were quietly resting when 
the sound of musketry beyond the wood on our right in- 
dicated that an attack had been made on the 11th Corps. 
The firing grew rapidly nearer; at this juncture the 
division chief of artillery thought proper to absent him- 
self, leaving me, the Captain of one of the batteries, 
the ranking oflicer present. At this time the three 
first named batteries were in a close column of half bat- 
tery facing south, with their right resting on the w 
through which the enemy were advancing. Assuming 
command, I began the movements required to get the 
batteries into position. While they were in progress a 
number of fugitives from the 11th Corps broke out of 
the woods, also a lot of 3d Corps forges, battery wag- 
ons and ambulances that had been left in the cross road 
leading to the turnpike drove into the field, and all 
dashed through our incomplete formation. This fright- 
ened the horses and uced some temporary confu- 
sion. By the commands and exertions of their own of- 
ficers, aided by the steadiness of the men, and by these 
only, order was speedily restored, and a line formed in 
readiness to open with canister, which they did do when 
the enemy appeared. They were not rallied and brought 
back by General Pleasanton or by any other person, as 
ox never retreated. 

The “flying mass” mentioned by General Doubleday, 
if it existed at all, was composed of the stampeding ve- 
hicles before alluded to, 

What part General Pleasanton may have taken in 
the management of Martin’s Battery I do not know, but 
the assertion, by whomsoever made, that he ex 
any control over the batteries of Whipple's division is 
absolutely false. 

My personal 





rt in this affair is a matter of no con- 
sequence, but intend to vindicate, as far as in me 
lies, the reputation of the men, who, under trying cir- 
cumstances, stood to their guns and did their duty. 

As for the famous charge of the 8th Pennsylvania 
Cavalry, I must say that I did not suppose that there 
was at the present time a person who had read the evi- 
dence and believed that it was made at the place and

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The French lost more men in Madagascar from disease 
than from the fire of the enemy. According to a return 
just published forty-six men were treated for gunshot 
injuries in the building formerly occupied by the Eng 
lish hospital. Forty-four men out of the forty- -six were 
wounded by soft lead bullets fired from breech-loading 
rifles of a large caliber. Two men only were struck by 
small-bore projectiles of the Winchester pattern. The 
shells were badly aimed and seldom or never burst; no 
one was injured by them. Five deaths took place. Only 
one amputation was pe rformed, the forty remaining 
cases recovering without the loss of a limb. The strength 
of the column which left Andriba on Sept. 14, 1895, was 
27 officers and 4,013 men, with 1,515 non-combatant 
followers. It was not until the 26th that the first batch 
ef wounded, consisting of six men, reached the ambu- 
lance. On the 28th, five arrived, and the next day five 
more. The final consignment, thirty strong, was re- 
ceived on the 30th,

The condition of Rear Admiral Richard W. Meade, U. 
S. N., retired, who is under treatment at Dr. Joseph Ta- 
bor Johnson’s Hospital, in Farragut Square, Washing- 
ton, is considerably improved. Admiral Meade was 
taken ill of grip at his home in Germantown, Philadel- 
phia, about three months ago, catarrh and gastritis being 
complicated with the first affection.

The Naval Militia of the North Atlantic Squadron will 
be exercised this summer in torpedo boat practice. The 
Porter, which is now being docked at New York, will 
soon go to Newport, where her firing trials will probably 
take place. It is said at the Department that the fact 
of the Porter being out of trim was due to the design 
under which she was built, and that in order to obtain 
her great speed it was necessary for her machinery to be 
a little back of the center, the result being to throw up 
the bow and depress the stern. Members of the Inspec- 
tion Board and other officers of the Department say that 
the Porter is a magnificent boat, and that they are very 
well satisfied with her.

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inated on the third floor, or attic, between the elevator 
hatehway and the fire wall, thirty feet to the northward 
of it. The fire extended the entire length of the build- 
ing, destroying the roof and the flooring of the attic. 
The entire building and stores were badly damaged by 
water. It ic estimated that the loss on stores will amount 
to $7,000, and on the building to $8,500. After exhaus- 
tive inquiry, the board fail to find any evidence tending 
to show the cause of the fire, and can, therefore attach 
no blame to any person.”

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Captain William T. Sampson, Chief of the Navy Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, has several experiments in contempla- 
tion, by which he believes the Navy Department will be 
able to provide armor for the battleships Lilinois, Wis- 
consin and Alabama, and at the same time keep within 
the limit required by law. The plan most favored calls 
for the use of a form of laminated armor, except that 
the number of plates to be used differ greatly from that 
which has been experimented with in the past. Com- 
mander Albert Couden, in charge of the Indian Head 
Proving Ground, has been ordered to build a target 
consisting of two double forged plates 6 inches and 5% 
inches in thickness, back it with 36 inches of oak and 
place a 6-inch gun in position to fire at it. The armor 
which will be first required for the Illinois, Wisconsin 
and Alabama will be the diagonal armor, and following 
this the barbette armor. It is believed at the Depart- 
ment that the diagonal armor can be made of two thin 
plates of equal thickness. These plates could be rolled 
by the smaller plate mills, and could be Harveyized if 
need be at the Washington Navy Yard. It is said by 
ordnance officers that the cost of thin plates could be 
kept within the limit of $300 per ton imposed by Con- 
gress. With the diagonal armor provided, the Depart- 
ment would have some months in which to prepare for 
the side armor, and if necessary it could be put on by the 
Government without much trouble at the navy yards 
when the ships are turned over by the contractors. 
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Every one familiar with the subject understands the 
difficulty of making a hawser, however strong, hold when 
it is brought up taught by sudden strain.- Various meth- 
ods have been tried for preventing breakage, such as 
buoying the hawser, but the most effectual is the towing 
machine manufactured by the American Ship Windlass 
Co. This machine will automatically ease off the hawser 
when a sudden strain comes upon it, or when either the 
steamer or the vessel being towed yaws from side to 
side out of a direct line. When the strain is lessened 
the machine winds in the slack, and this process is 
gone through with all the time until smooth water is 
reached, and the hawser shortened. It has passed the 
stage of experiment, having been practically tested now 
for eight years, and has demonstrated its value. It 
saves money by reducing the cost of the hawsers, by sav- 
ing about 10 per cent. of the time in towing, by saving 
in the number of men employed, and in the wear and 
tear on the barges and tugboats or steamers. ° 

The shore engineers of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad say of it: “With this machine we can haul a 
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full headway. With the old arrangements it was nec- 
essary to stop the tow and shorten up the hawser, which 
consumed at least three-quarters of an hour’s time. We 
ean shorten up tow in fifteen minutes from the time the 
machine is set in motion. ‘The steel wire hawser is less 
liable to cut and break. With this apparatus we can 
work the tow to all advantages, as it works automati- 
cally and relieves the strain on the hawser. It is set to 
a certain pressure by steam on the piston, and when 
this resistance becomes too great the machine allows the 
hawser to unreel, and when the barges pitch and leave 
a bight in the hawser this machine winds it in until the 
strain becomes equal, thus taking in or letting out haw- 
ser, as the situation may demand, relieving the latter of 
all undue strain.” The machine is known as the Shaw 
and Spiegel patent towing machine. In a letter to the 
Boston “Journal” George W. Eldridge, hydrographer, 
gives a list of twenty steamers disabled at sea within 
three months. He says: “Why should not the Navy 
Department, the Light House Board and other depart- 
ments of the Government avail themselves of this ma- 
chine.”

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THE BATTLE OF CHANCELLORSVILLE. 

The historian of the 11th Army Corps, Augustus 
Choate Hamlin, formerly Lieutenant Colonel and Med- 
ical Inspector, U. S. A. (from Feb. 2, 1863, to Oct, 31, 
1865), has published a volume in which he seeks to show 
that the record concerning the battle of Chancellorsville 
has been so falsified as to mislead history as to the actual 
occurrences on that field, and to throw an unjust weight 
of respénsibility upon the 11th Corps for the disastrous 
result of Hooker’s campaign. He charges Warren and 
Comstock, who were the engineers in charge of all de- 
fenses, with neglect in not taking proper precautions for 
defense, saying that “it is in evidence that the West 
Point officers did not believe that the enemy could march 
in foree through the thickets on the right flank.” Col. 
Hamlin also states that “the story told by Pleasonton, 
concerning the charge of the 8th Pennsylvania Cavalry, 
in order to give him time to place his artillery in position, 
is a fabrication,” and that “the glowing accounts of mil- 
itary exploits performed at Hazel Grove, as narrated, 
when compared with the facts, or what appear to be the 
facts, seem at variance, and far more worthy of a place 
among the tales of the late Baron Munchausen than the 
serious and truthful pages of the history of the Armies 
of the Potomac and of Northern Virginia.” He pub- 
lishes a letter from Maj. J. F. Huntington, who com- 
manded three of the batteries at Hazel Grove, May 2, 
1863, in which the Major says: “The fact is that the 
charge of the 8th Pennsylvania was made far out of 
sight and hearing of Hazel Grove, and had no more bear- 
ing upon the defense of that position than it had upon 
the defense of Bunker Hill; that so far from having been 
ordered by Gen. Pleasanton, he was ignorant that a 
charge had been made until informed of it by Col. Huey, 
commanding that regiment, on Sunday morning, and 
that the guns at Hazel Grove, instead of having been 
rallied and aligned by a distinguished cavalry general, 
were put in battery within a few yards of the spot where 
they had previously been placed, under the direction of 
an humble captain of artillery, as it happened to be in 
the line of his duty as Division Chief of Artillery.” 

Maj. Huntington is the officer concerning whom Col. 
S. M. Bowman, commanding brigade, says in his re- 
port of May 7, 1863: “We also recovered a gun, with 
carriage and horses attached, belonging to the (1st) Ohio 
Battery; so far as appearances indicated it had been 
ingloriously abandoned. ‘The carriage and horses, all 
sound and in good order, and the only obstacle a stump 
of a tree against which it had halted.” Possibly Maj. 
Huntington may not have been in a state of mind to ob- 
serve aceurately on that occasion. If he was mistaken 
as to the supposed extremity which compelled him to 
abondon his guns, he may be in error as to other matters. 

(ol. Hamlin has made an interesting story, but how 
far it is to be accepted as setting aside the record we 
conld not undertake to say without a more careful ex- 
amination than we are able to give it, especially as it is 
largely based upon statements outside of the official rec- 
ord. When you go beyond that to take partisan testi- 
mony, based upon recollections over thirty years old, you 
can prove anything. The evidence as to the conduct of 
the 11th Corps at Chancellorsville is not based alto- 
gether upon the statements of general officers who are 
dismissed so cavalierly as falsifiers and romancers. 
For example, Capt. Thomas W. Osborn, Chief of Artil- 
lery, 24 Division, 34 Army Corps, in his official report, 
says: “As we passed Gen. Hooker’s headquarters a 
scene burst upon us which, God grant, may never again 
be seen in the Federal Army of the United States. The 
lith Corps had been routed and were fleeing to the river 
like seared sheep. The men and artillery filled the road, 
iis sides and the skirts of the field, and it appeared that 
no two of one company could be found together. Aghast 


and terror-stricken, heads bare and panting for breath, 


they pleaded, like infants at the mother’s breast, that 
we would let them pass to the rear unhindered.” 

In the appendix to this volume we find some specula- 
tions as to the relative strength of the two armies at 
Chancellorsville. The figures of those “present for duty” 
in the Army of the Potomas, June 30, 1863, are as fol- 
lows: Officers, 6,629; men, 97,627; total, 104,256. The 
returns of the Army of Northern Virginia, on or about 
that date, “compiled from such returns as are on file in 
the War Department,” are: Officers, 6,116; men, 68,643; 
total, 74,759. For these figures we are indebted to the 
courtesy of Mr. J. W. Kirkley, of the War Records Of- 
fice. They certainly do not exaggerate the Confederate 
forces, for returns from Southern armies are very incom- 
plete. Possibly Col. Hamlin may be as inaccurate in his 
other statements as he is in the statement that the Army 
of the Potomac, at the date named, was “about double 
the strength of the Army of Northern Virginia.” The 
“aggregate present,” as given by the War Records Office 
for June 30, 1863, is for the Army of the Potomac, 117,- 
930, and for the Army of Northern Virginia, 88,735. The 
proportion is not, therefore, one-half but seventy-five per 
cent. But perhaps Col. Hamlin includes the Board of 
Publication of the War Records among those who are 
conspiring to falsify history. 

In the first chapter of his volume, in which he sums up 
his conclusions, Col. Hamlin says: 

The findings of this inquiry show, or seem to show, 
that warnings of the massing of the enemy’s forces on 
the flank and rear of the 11th Corps were sent at differ- 
ent times to the headquarters of the Ist Division and to 
the corps, but we have not found any evidence to show 
that they were forwarded to Army headquarters at 
Chancellor's. Neither do we find any evidence to 
show that either Devens, Howard or Hooker took any 
measures after midday to ascertain if the right flank of 
the Army of the Potomac was free from danger. This 
is, however, abundant testimony to prove that Gen. De- 
vens, commanding the exposed flank, was warned again 
and again, by several of his officers, of imminent danger 
from the presence of a large force of the enemy massing 
on his flank and rear. But the commander of the Ist Di- 
vision utterly refused to listen to the admonitions and 
the advice of his officers, and even after the attack was 
commenced, he declined to allow his regiments attacked 
or threatened in flank and in rear to change front while 
there was time to change. Furthermore, it appears that 
the resistance of this division, placed in such adverse 
circumstances and overwhelmed by a vastly superior 
force, was all that could reasonably be expected of it. 

The statements that Berry’s Division, of the 3d Corps, 
and that Huntington’s guns at Hazel Grove, halted the 
victorious rebels, are erroneous; for no line of battle of 
Jackson’s army at the time, or during the night, ap- 
proached within TV00 to 1,000 yards of Berry, with dense 
woods intervening. And all the infantry that appeared 
in Pleasanhton’s front and in front of Huntington's guns 
was a group of foragers from Doles’ Brigade, who 
promptly took to their heels without the loss of a man, 
when the artillery ceased firing, leaving behind them the 
cannon and caissons they had fairly won in the vista. 

ln fact, all the resistance Jackson's army met with on 
Saturday afternoon and evening, up to the time he was 
wounded—except the few cannon shots from Osborne's 
guns at Fairview at 8 P. M.—was from the broken three 
divisions of the 11th Corps, numbering but 9,000 men, 
and attacked in flank and rear and overwhelmed in de- 
tail. Aualysis shows, or seems to show, that this resist- 
ance, in three attempts, was commendable under the cir- 
cumstances, and that no other body of equal, or even 
much larger, numbers of troops of the Army of the Po~ 
tomac could have held the flanked positions much longer 
and escaped complete destruction. Furthermore, it ap- 
pears that this resistance of the 11th Corps cost them 
nearly 1,600 men, killed and wounded, oc more than 500 
more men than the British army lost at the bloody battle 
of Bunker Hill, and that it retarded the progress of 
Jackson’s army for an hour and a half after it struck 
Von Gilsa, only about.one mile distant from the last posi- 
tion assumed by the wrecks of the 11th Corps at the 
Buschbeck line, near the Dowdall Tavern. 

The investigation clearly shows that the story of the 
fearful panic and disordered retreat of men and animals, 
with cannon, etc., which startled Pleasanton at Hazel 
Grove, and was ascribed by him as belonging to the 11th 
Corps, was entirely misplaced, for it is proved that not 
one of the men, animals or vehicles seen in this pic- 
turesque tumult belonged to the 11th Corps. Further- 
more, it can be shown that the fearful panic which 
Hooker has described in front of the Chancellor House 
and on Fairview was caused by and very largely com- 
posed of the troops of other corps, who came up from the 
southward and from Hazel Grove, where the 11th Corps 
had never been. 

The investigation clearly proves that the disastrous re- 
sults of the battle of Chancellorsville cannot be justly 
ascribed to the want of vigilance and soldierly conduct 
on the part of the rank and file of the 11th Corps. Fur- 
thermore, we may properly say that these unjust impu- 
tations and imprecations, which have been scattered far 
and wide over the land for the last thirty years, blighting 
the honor and embittering the life of 10,000 deserving 
soldiers, ought to have been righted long ago, and would 
have been if some of the West Point officers in command 
in the Army of the Potomac had shown common fair- 
ness, or if the War Department had ordered an impartial 
investigation, which was earnestly asked for by some 
of the officers of the corps. 


i 
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Sectarianism, so far as it relates to military reserva- 
tions, will be avoided by Secretary of War Alger. The 
construction of a Catholic Chapel at West Point has 
been the subject of numerous protests filed at the War 





Department by members of other denominations, who re- 
quested that the permit for the building of the structure 
be, revoked. Representative Fenton went so far as to 
introduce in the last Congress a bill requiring the Sec- 
retary of War to revoke all licenses to religious socie- 
ties who had been given permission to erect edifices on 
military reservations and hold meetings therein. Secre- 
tary Lamont gave permission for the construction of the 
Catholic chapel, and stated that if other denominations 
desired to erect chapels he would also grant them a per- 
mit. This is the position which Secretary Alger has 
assumed: “Much has been said about the building of a 
Catholic chapel on the grounds of the U. 8S. Military 
Academy at West Point. This was a privilege accorded 
these people by my predecessor, who said that similar 
privileges would be accorded to others. You can state 
that any other denominations wishing to build a chapel 
on the grounds upon the same conditions will be given 
an equally advantageous site for the building. No favor- 
itism will be shown to any denomination, and others 
will be accorded a site equally as good as that of the 
Catholic chapel.’ The application for the site upon 
which to build a Catholic chapel on the West Point 
Reservation was made in August, 1896, by Rev. C. G. 
O'Keeffe, a Catholic priest, stationed at Highland Falls, 
N. Y. Col. O. H. Ernst, the Superintendent of the Mil- 
itary Academy, indorsed the application favorably, . hold- 
ing that there was a large number of officers and their 
families and cadets who are Catholics, and that a chapel 
should be allowed for their convenience, The matter was 
referred to the War Department, and Secretary Lamont 
granted the necessary permit.

If the Fort McPherson court-martial proceedings will 
help to do away with the obsolete system of enforced 
residence at Army posts of the families of officers, it 
will have served at least one useful purpose. So long 
as the Army was stationed in the “Wild West,” it was 
of course necessary for the Government to provide fa- 
cilities in the way of residence, etc., but wherever, as is 
now generally the case, the vicinity of a post affords 
such facilities, officers and their families ought to be 
permitted to dwell wherever it suits their means or 
convenience, as is done in all civilized European coun- 
tries. Such officers as the necessity may require to re- 
main at the posts over night could take their turn for 
that duty, as is done in the case of guard duty. The 
enforced residence, in close juxtaposition, of families 
who might find themselves placed in an incongenial po- 
sition, can only tend to discord and make trouble. An- 
other disagreeable feature, that of frequently shifting of 
quarters by the arrival of an officer claiming assignment 
according to his rank, could also be done away with if 
there were no quarters to be assigned. There would 
seem to be no more necessity for an officer’s family liv- 
ing at a military post than for a policeman’s family liv- 
ing in the station house. The women and children are 
not needed there, and their absence would be in many re- 
spects a benefit to the service.

The “Evening Star,” Washington, D. C., in a long 
article concerning the daily work of the Secretary of 
War, Gen. Alger, says: “The right hand of any Secre- 
tary of War is the Army’s Adjutant General. But 
Adjt. Gen, George D. Ruggles is peculiarly the guide, 
philosopher and friend of Secretary Alger. The two 
men are old chums, and when they met in the Secre- 
tary’s office on the day that Gen. Alger “reported for 
duty,” there was a half hour’s bandying of reminiscences 
such as can only ensue between a pair of distinguished 
gentlemen who, though somewhdt separated by a di- 
vision of interests, have known all about each other for 
a matter of nearly forty years. The Adjutant General's 
office is the clearing house of the Army establishment in 
matters of personnel, and Secretary Alger and his friend 
the Adjutant General, have already gotten into the 
stride of tandem work that clatters “business.” They 
spend from one to two hours together every day. Gen. 
Ruggles carries to the Secretary's room a big Russia 
leather portfolio so stuffed with documents that they 
constantly drop out on his passage along the corridors, 
to be picked up by relays of messengers, and then Sten- 
ographer Gay,-appearing with a batch of clean note- 
books, there is a crackling of papers and a rataplan of 
dictation that quickly knocks the formidable-looking 
Russia leather portfolio kite-high.”

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ANSWERS T@ CORRESPONDENTS. 


J. N. G.—Candidates to the grade of cadet in the Rev- 
enue C sutter Service must not be less than 18, nor more 
than 25 years of age. Each May a class is graduated, 
and the following June new candidates are examined 
who have been successful in getting the necessary ap- 
pointment and pass entrance examinations and are taken 
aboard the training ship Chase for instruction. The ex- 
aminations are competitive, and candidates must be un- 
married and pass a satisfactory medical examination be+ 
fore being examined mentally. The mental e xamination 
is entirely in writing, and is in mathematics (including 
arithmetic, algebra, geometry and trigonometry), physics, 
chemistry, grammar, composition and rhetoric, history, 
spelling, geography, literature, language (either German, 
Irench or Spanish, as may be selected by the candi- 
date), and general information. The standard of pro- 
ficiency is set at 75 per cent., but if a candidate fails 
to pass the first test and is otherwise qualified he is per- 
mitted to have a second trial before the next session of 
the board. On graduation a cadet — us 3d Lieuten- 
ant, his pay being $1,200 per year, A 2d Lieutenant re- 
ceives $1,500, a Ist Lieutenant $1,800, and a Captain 





$2,500. Examinations are held at the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Washington, D. C., and in San Francisco, Cal. 


The salary of a cadet is $500 per annum. The proba- 
tionary term of a cadet is two years. 

THIRTEENTH asks: Is an enlisted man eligible for 
appointment as letter carrier in New York City? If 
so, where and to whom must he apply? Answer— Apply 
to the Adjutant General of the Army, through your 
company commander, for authority to appear be ‘fore the 
Civil Service Board for the position you de sire.

By means of a saw or native tool, two 
crossed grooves were incised at the fore end of the ball, 
with crossed lines on the cylindrical part, various trials 
leading to .393-inch and .019-inch being adopted as the 
longitudinal ‘and tranverse dimensions of the crossing. 

The first balls fired diverged from their true course, 
but others, cut in the manner indicated, preserved their 
ballistie qualities, and gave frightful destructive effect. 
The uniform condition was that the envelope of the ball 
divided in four pieces, following the lines of the grooves 
described, and, bending back toward the rear end of the 
ball, separated, while the ball itself broke up. Striking 
the femur of an animal, the projectile thus eut gave 
effect of an axe, and striking the skull, it was as if 
sharp slate had descended upon the victim.

The “Bailey Medal,” instituted by the late Reg, 
Adin Theodorus Bailey for the purpose of inciting t), 
apprentices of the United States Navy to ter effort 
in acquiring proficiency in their duties, will be awarded 
to one apprentice annually.

their duties in a man-of-war. 

3. The commanding officers of the training stations 
shall appoint boards of three officers each, who sha!

to an examination, of a purely practical nature, as shown 
in the following table, with weights to be assigned ty 
each, the marks to be on a scale of 50:

The attention of all persons required to perform duties 
of any nature in connection with summary courts-mar 
tial is called to the undesirability of the imposition or 
approval of sentences involving extra police duties, ex 
cept in particularly aggravated cases. The language of 
the eighth clause of Article 30, of the Articles for th 
Crovernment of the Navy, indicates that the performance 
of extra police duties should be regarded as an additional 
or special yong nt rather than as one to be imposed 
in ordinary cases, the statutory provision embodied in 
that clanse being that “extra police duties . - not to 
exceed three months may be added to any of the 
punishments” previously enumerated in the article. 

After obtaining the views of a number of officers whiose 
rank and experience entitle their opinions to much weight 
the Department is satisfied that it is possible, in most 
instances, to impose a punishment which can be more 
promptly executed, and which will not demand from oth 
ers the constant watchfulness and supervision now re 
quired when sentences involving extra police duties ar 
heing carried into effect, or impose upon the offender a 
continuous nagging which rather retards than promotes 
the purpose of his punishment.

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MAHAN’S LIFE OF NELSON. 


The account given by Captain Mahan, in the letter fol- 
lowing, of the inception of his work on Sea Power 
will be read with interest, especially by those who have 
assumed that the outburst of approval of it in Wngland 
was not wholly detached from political reasons; the gov- 
ernment being sadly lacking in new arguments where- 
with to induce the reluctant British taxpayer, still some- 
what stunned by the outcome of the naval maneuvers, 
to shell out more pennies in the pound wherewith to re- 
place obsolete ships. 

It is to the credit of Captain Mahan’s literary skill that 
he should have aroused in John Bull the enthusiasm 
which seems to have exploded again in response to the 
glowing tribute to Britain’s glory in the new Life of 
Nelson. He has rendered his own countrymen the serv- 
ice of showing to their beloved “kin across the sea” that 
Sydney Smith’s query “Who reads an American book?” 
is not without its possible exceptions. Besides he has 
given us an example; for it may be said that the United 
States will be indeed fortunate if some day it find for 
its sea power and its naval worthies, as successful, as 


apt, as quickly perceptive and as broad-grasped a chron- 
icler as the distinguished historian of British achieve- 


inent. 
New York, Feb. 19, 1897. 

My Dear Mr. Marston: I have for some time had be- 
fore me your letter of the 25th ult., asking material for 
a biographical sketch, etc. I have for the most part suc- 
ceeded in shunting the interviewers; but I will jot down 
a few notes of an unsuccessful life—beyond the literary 
success of the past half-dozen years. 

I was born in September, 1840, and am therefore now 
in my fifty-seventh year. My naval career has been 
marked by no incidents of special interest, beyond the 
very cordial and distinguished reception given me by 
your countrymen three years ago, which | attribute to 
the desire to recognize the just tribute I had paid to the 
influence of Great Britain upon the world, through her 
sea power. 

The manner in which I was led to take up and develop 
my “life’s work,” which, I suppose, may be said so far 
to consist in the “Sea Power” ‘books, is sufficiently stated 
in the preface to the French Revolution book. I was at 
the time attached to a ship in the Pacific station—her 
commander—in 1884, when the proposition to develop a 
cowse of naval history, etc., was made to me. Casting 
round for the method of treatment, I reached the solu- 
tion stated in the preface. 

It may be of interest to know that it was when reading 
Mommsen’s History of Rome, in the Hnglish Club, at 
Lima, that I was struck by the non-recognition of the 
vital influence of sea power upon Hannibal’s career. 

The incident is to myself interesting, because I at- 
tribute my success, not to any breadth or thoroughness 
of historical knowledge, but to a certain aptitude to seize 
on salient features of an era, salient either by action or 
non-action—by presence or absence. 

It may be interesting also to know that not only the 
general idea, but the full leading outline of the whole 


story, from 1660-1812, was written down by me for 
Adu. Luce, before I put pen to paper on the works 


themselves; before, in fact, I had acquired the knowledge 
necessary to the full treatment of the subject. This il- 
lustrates, I think, the fact that my strength lies not in 
abundance of minute knowledge, but in quick perception 
and broad grasp of a matter. I am, however, extremel 

painstaking as to the accuracy of what I insert, though 
less careful as to what I omit. The three last chapters 
of Sea Power in the French Revolution have, I think, re- 
ceived the most solid recognition of all my work. The 
idea was perfectly developed in my mind before—two 
years before—I studied up the matter. I was, of course, 
prepares to abandon my views if they proved erroneous, 

ut I believe they are accepted. 

Finally, I may say that the term “Sea Power,” which 
now has such vogue, was deliberately adopted by me to 
compel attention, and, I hoped, to receive currency. 

Purists, I said to myself, may criticise me for marry- 
* ing a Teutonic word to one of Latin origin, but I delib- 
erately discarded the adjective “Maritime,” being too 
smooth to arrest men’s attention or stick in their minds. 
I do not know how far this is usually the case with 
phrases that obtain currency; my impression is that the 
seenene is himself generally surprised at their taking 
nold. 

I was not surprised in that sense. The effect produced 
was that which I fully purposed; but I was surprised at 
the extent of my success. 

“Sea Power,” in English at least, seems to have come 
to stay, in the sense I used it. ‘““The Sea Powers” were 
often spoken of before, but in an entirely different man- 
ner—not to express, as I meant to, at once an abstract 
conception and a concrete fact. 

It may seem odd to you, but I do not, to this day, un- 
derstand my success. I had done what I intended to, I 
recognize that people have attributed to mea great suc- 
cess, and have given me abundant recognition. I enjoy 
it and am grateful; but for the most part I do not myself 
appretiate the work up to the measure expressed by 
others. 

As regards the work of the past year—the Life of Nel- 
son—I do not care to reveal my hopes or fears to the 
public before it has passed its verdict upon it. Let it 
come to the work with open mind, incurious as yet as to 
the author's purposes. me day, if the book succeed, I 
may tell the story of the strong purpose, the ideal, which 
I have had before me through its progress. Cordially 
yours, A. T. MAHAN.

A SECRET GUARD FOR GRANT. 

In the May “Century” Gen. Horace Porter tells of the 
siege of Petersburg in his “Campaigning with Grant.” 
After describing the disastrous explosion on the boat 
loaded with ordnance stores, Gen. Porter says: “This 


occurrence set the staff to thinking of the various forms 
of danger to which the General-in-Chief was exposed, 
and how easily he might be assassinated; and we resolved 
that in addition to the ordinary guard mounted at the 
headquarters camp, we would quietly arrange a detail 
of ‘watchers’ from the members of the staff, so that one 
officer would go on duty every night and keep a personal 
lookout in the vicinity of the General’s tent. his was 
faithfully carried out. It had to be done secretly, for 
if he had known of it he would without doubt have brok- 
en it up and insisted upon the staff officers going to bed 
after their hard day’s work instead of keeping these 
vigils throughout the long, dreary nights of the following 
winter. The General never knew of this action until his 
second term of the Presidency, when he made the dis- 
covery through an accidental reference to it in his pres- 
ence 7 a visitor who had heard of it. He then expressed 





himself as feeling very much touched by the service 
which had been performed with a view to his personal 
protection.” 


GRANT MONUMENT PARADE. 


The great parade in honor of the dedication of the 
Grant monument was, so far as the paraders and police 
arrangements were concerned, a grand success, but in 
many respects it was scandalously mismanaged, espe- 
cially the arrangements for seating the public and the 
representatives of the press. It was a trying day to 
the sightseers and paraders, fierce wind squalls sending 
clouds of dust in the faces of all, and chilling those sit- 
ting and standing, not provided with extra heavy wraps, 
to the bone. Patriotism ran high, however, and the 
crowds bid defiance to the fierce wind. 

One of the most unusual and unmilitary occurrences 
in the history of any body of State troops worthy the 
name is the fact that after the Governor of New York 
refused to ride at the head of his troops, all military 
procedure was ignored, and the Adjutant General took it 
upon himself to assume the office of commander of the 
State force, contrary to customs of the service. The only 
proper course to have taken would have been to put the 
senior brigade commander at the head of the force; it was 
his place and was wrongfully taken from him, and every 
brigade commander in the force was affronted. Such a 
procedure is without a parallel, but clearly points more 
forcibly than ever the necessity of having the guard or- 
ganized on a proper military basis, with military men at 
its head, who are competent to undertake the duties of 
their office. 

When those at the head of the guard, who should be 
examples of soldiers only bring ridicule upon it, it is time 
for a change. The Governor's staff had no business in 
the parade in the absence of the Governor. Not only 
did the Governor’s staff parade, but assistants in depart- 
ments also, who are not a part of the staff. An apology 
is due all the brigade commanders of the State for the 
indignity offered them. 

Promptly at eleven o’clock President McKinley and 
other dignitaries, escorted by Squadron A, of N. G. N. 
Y., Maj. Charles F. Roe, arrived at the tomb, at River- 
side Park. The President was everywhere received 
with great enthusiasm. 

Squadron A, parading in 15 platoons of 12 files, divided 
into three troops, with mounted band, made a very fine 
showing. It wore its huzzar uniform, and never looked 
better. 

After a tedious wait of two hours the Grand Marshal, 
Gen. G. M. Dodge and staff, arrived at one o'clock. 
Conspicuous on the staff of Gen. Dodge were Col. W. F. 
Cody (Buffalo Bill) and the Nez Perce Indian Chief Jo- 


seph. 
THE ARMY TROOPS. 


Maj. Gen. Wesley Merritt, U. S. A., and staff, com- 
manding the Military Grand Division, next passed hand- 
somely mounted, followed by Brig. Gen. William M. 
Graham, Col. 5th U. 8S. Art., and staff, commanding the 
Army forces. 

First came the cadets of the U. S. Military Academy, 
in command of Lieut. Col. S. M. Mills. They made a 
most superb appearance, with faultless fronts, exact in- 
terval between each man, correct distance between ranks 
and companies, the battalion went by in absolutely per- 
fect shape—in fact, nothing in the parade equalled it, 
und it was one of the finest displays ever seen in the 
city. 

“Ah, here come the real soldiers,” were exclamations 
heard on every hand as the seasoned troops of the sev- 
eral arms of United States forces marched finely by. 
They had a quiet business-like air, and it did the people 
good to see so large a representation from our little 
Army. The list of regiments and companies, with their 
otticers, - ny on page 620, of the “Journal,” of last 
week, and need not be repeated here. 

Of the foot troops, while all looked handsome, the 
engineers appeared to the best advantage at the point of 
review. The light batteries made a fine appearance, as 
did also the cavalry. 


THE NAVAL BRIGADE. 


Great interest was manifest in the U. S. Naval Bri- 
gade, commanded by the distinguished looking veteran, 
Capt. James H. Sands, U. S. N., and made up of a bat- 
talion of marines and five battalions of bluejackets.

3d Signal Corps, commanded by Capt. C. P. Williams, 

raded as escort to the brigade commander, parading 

four platoons of 8 files, and presented a handsome ap- 
yarance. Their alignments were very good. 
"The 10th Battalion headed the brigade, and was com- 
manded by Lieut. Col. Fitch. They paraded eight com- 
mands of 12 files each, and looked remarkably well. The 
intervals and distances were very good. 

Following the 10th came the 11th Provisional Battal- 
jon, commanded by Capt. W. Hanbennestal, of the 19th 
Separate Co. The battalion commander was not mount- 
ed as he should have been. The battalion was made up 
of the 19th, 11th, 23d and 15th Separate Cos., and equal- 
ied into fourteen commands of 12 files. This battalion 
jid not make a very satisfactory showing, the distances 
not being well kept, and the alignments were very poor. 

The 16th Battalion came next, commanded by Capt. J. 
H. Remmer, and composed of the 28th, 16th, 39th, 46th 
aud 27th Separate Cos., equalized into thirteen com- 
mands of 12 and 16 files front. This battalion marched 
well and kept very good alignments; the distances were 
also fair, 

The 15th Battalion followed, under command of Capt. 
4. A. Yates, and made up of the 36th, 37th, 31st and 
igth Separate Cos., each company parading three pla- 
toons of 12 files each. They did very well; the distances 
were good, and the alignments fair. 

The 12th Battalion, Capt. J. T. Chase commanding, 
made up of the 24th, 16th, 14th, 5th and 10th Separate 
(os., paraded thirteen commands of 12 files each. This 
hattalio® was very good, indeed, alignments, distances 
and intervals being well kept. The men also looked very 
soldierly, and it was also well officered. It should be or- 
ganized into a permanent battalion. 

The 17th Battalion followed, under command of Capt. 
Rogers. This battalion was made up of the 20th, 44th, 
93d and 3d Separate Cos., and equalized into ten com- 
mands of 12 files. They presented a fine appearance, 
and marched very well; the distances were very good. 

Capt. J. H. Lioyd, having in command the 13th Battal- 
ion, came along next, with the following Separate Cos.: 
The 2ist, 12th, 6th and 7th. Two of the companies in 
this battalion paraded four platoons of 12 full files each, 
the other two companies had three platoons each, making 
in all fourteen commands of 12 files. These platoons 
marched past in a very creditable manner, and presented 
a fine appearance. 

The 14th Battalion, Capt. Lester commanding, brought 
up the rear of the provisional organizations. The bat- 
talion consisted of the 22d, 9th, 32d, and 18th Separate 
(os. They paraded ten commands of 12 files each, and 
altogether the battalion was very good. 

It may be remarked right here that while the Separate 
companies in general are admittedly superb organizations 
their efficiency would be enhanced wonderfully if they 
were organized into permanent battalions and regiments. 
There would be more uniformity in their work and the 
formations of a battalion or regiment would be practically 
illustrated, and when the necessity for their services 
arose, the officers would be better fitted to command a 
company that is part of a battalion. 

The 6th Battery, of Binghamton, Capt. Olmstead com- 
manding, came along-next. They were well mounted and 
rode finely, but the men talked too much in the ranks. 


NAVAL MILITIA. 


The Naval Militia, under command of J. W. Miller, 
made an especially fine showing. Parading as a Naval 
Brigade the 1st Battalion marched in a manner that 
deserves the highest praise. Its splendid personnel was 
also very manifest. The 2d Separate Naval Division, of 
Rochester, Lieut. Walbridge, also made a most excellent 
ippearance, The 2d Battalion, organizing in Brooklyn, 
followed the Rochester men, wearing white duck suits. 
They made a good showing, and looked a very desirable 
cass of men to have in the State force. 

The Old Guard brought up the rear of the New York 
troops, and it is needless to say struggled manfully to 
keep up with the procession. Some of the older members 
were forced to drop out, but those that bore the ordeal of 
the march went by in handsome shape and won lots of 
applause. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 
The troops from Pennsylvania were headed by Gov- 
ernor Hastings and staff, who were well mounted, and 


looked very handsome. They certainly could not com- 
plain of their treatment, for they were given a_ great 
ovation, as, in fact, were the troops from all the States. 

Gen. J. P. S. Gobin and staff, commanding 3d Bri- 
sade, followed Governor Hastings and staff. They were 
fairly well mounted and made very fair salutes. 

The 18th Regt., Col. N. M. Smith, headed the brigade. 
The field and staff were not mounted. The intervals 
were very good, also the distances. They were a fine 
ooking lot of men, some of the companies, however, be- 
ing somewhat ragged, as far as alignments went. 

Next came the 16th Regt., Col. W. J. Hulings. This 
organization made a specially fine appearance; the supe- 
rior physique of the men, and their soldierly carriage, 
excited considerable admiration, and, in spite of the dust 
which at the time they passed in review nearly blinded 
the men, they maintained splendid alignments. 

The 1st Regt., Col. W. P. Bowman, followed, parading 
two battalions each, equalized into ten commands of 12 
files. The distances, alignments and intervals were well 
kept, and with all due respect to the others, it must in 
justice be said that the Ist and 16th Regts. made the 
lest appearance of all the Pennsylvania troops. 

The 9th Regt., Col. W. C. Price, was next to pass; they 
ooked very well, indeed, and marched well, and kept 
their distances and intervals very well, but the effect 
was marred by the men in the ranks talking too much. 

The 14th Regt., Col. W. J. Glenn, paraded two bat- 
lalions, equalized into five commands of 20 files each. 
Both battalions marched very well indeed, and the men 
woked very neat. 

The 13th Regt., came along next, looking very neat; 
the distances and intervals were well kept, but the men 
i some of the companies were very much out of step. 

Battery B, Capt. A. E. Hunt, was next in order, and 
were well mounted, and were a solid and heavy looking 
ot of men, They presented a fine appearance. The 
Governor's Troop brought up the rear, and looked fair. 

NEW JERSEY. 

New Jersey, patriotic as ever, came along headed by 
Governor Griggs and the following staff:

Following came the Division Commander, Maj. Gen. 
Jos. W. Plume and staff, who rode by in excellent order. 
The Second Brigade, commanded by Brig. Gen. W. J. 
Sewall, and staff, followed. The Brigade was headed 
by the 6th Regiment of Camden Colored Corps. The 


regiment paraded two battalions, each equalized into 
four commands of twenty files. 


All the companies 


marched past with excellent alignments and presented a 
very nice appearance. The distances and intervals were 
also well kept and the salutes of the officers very hand- 
somely rendered. 

The 3d Regiment of Blizabeth followed next, Col. B. 
Lee, and staff, who rode past in fine order and made 
very handsome salutes. e ist Battalion, which was 
commanded by Capt. W. H. De Hart, of Co. © (the 
famous Phil Kearney Guard), marchej past in excellent 
shape, equalized into four commands of twenty files. 
The first two companies of the 2d Battalion broke up 
badly after passing the reviewing stand; an accident oc- 
curred to one of the men in the 3d Company when in 
front of the stand which broke up the other two com- 
panies of the battalion, and marred what would other- 
wise have been a splendid showing. As it was. the 3d 
acquitted themselves in a very creditable manner. 

Next in order came the 7th Regiment of Trenton, Col. 
Bamford. The Colonel and staff rode past in a very sol- 
dierly manner and presented a fine appearance. Bach 
of the two battalions paraded four commands of twenty 
files. ‘They marched past in splendid form. Gatling 
Gun Co. B, Capt. John R. Jones, followed, looking very 
neat. They were all well mounted and rode well. Those 
of them who marched as infantry went past with fault- 
less lines. The 2d Troop Cavalry rode by with some- 
what ragged lines. They fad four platoons of eight files 
and were well mounted, The troop is officered as fol- 
lows: Captain, John V. Allstrom; ist Lieutenant, Ed- 
win Feld; 2d Lieutenant, J. Dey Conover; Surgeon, 
Walter S. Whitmoore, Assistant Surgeon, John H. Van 
Mater. 

The 1st Brigade was next in order, commanded hy 
Brig. Gen. Wanser, who, with his brilliant staff, rode 
past in good shape and saluted very handsomely. 

The 1st Regiment of Newark headed the brigade com- 
manded by Col. E. A. Campbell. This regiment paraded 
three battalions, each equalized into four commands of 
twenty files. In the Ist Battalion the companies 
marched past very nicely; the 4th Company, however, 
was the best. The other two battalions marched past 
in a fair manner; there was room for improvement. The 
officers and men, however, looked neat and soldierly. 

The 4th Regiment of Jersey City, under command of 
Col. H. H. Abernethy, was the next to pass, with three 
battalions, five companies in the first and four in each of 
the other two battalions. In the 1st Battalion the rear 
ranks were closed up entirely too much; the 4th and 5th 
Companies were the best. In the 2d Battalion the 3d 
and 4th Companies were the best, the others were closed 
up too much. The 3d Battalion marched past in splen- 
did shape. 
Following the 4th came the 24d Regiment of Paterson, 
Col. S. V. S. Muzzy, commanding. This organization 
also paraded three battalions, four companies in the 
Ist, three in the 2d and four in the 3d Battalion, each 
equalized into twenty files front. The regiment present- 
ed a fine appearance, and marched well and kept splendid 
alignments, distances and intervals, but it is evident 
that the new manual has not as yet reached Paterson, 
for some of the companies marched by at a carry, and 
some at a port arms. 

Gatling Gun Co. A, Capt. Wm. L. Fish, came past 
next, and in every respect made a fine appearance. The 
famous Essex Troop (1st) of Newark, under command 
of Capt. Frederick Freylinghuysen, was the next to ride 
past. They paraded five platoons, were well mounted, 
and rode past in excellent shape. 

The Naval Reserve, Capt. Jaques, brought up_ the 
rear, looking very fine, although they wore their working 
suits, which is about as appropriate as attending a ball 
in a suit of overalls. They have a dress uniform and 
should wear it on parade. 

It must be said that of all the out-of-town troops, New 
Jersey made the best showing. 


CONNECTICUT. 


The troops from the Nutmeg State were headed by 
Governor Cook and staff, who rode past in very good 
shape. The Governor was, of course, attended by the 
Governor's Foot Guard, the Ist Co. commanded by Maj. 
Hyde, the 2d Co. by Maj. Brown. The Guard made a 
handsome showing and marched past in fine shape. 
The Governor’s Horse Guard, commanded by Maj. D. A. 
Blakeslee, also made a good appearance and marched 
well. Following came Co. F, 2d Regt., Capt. C. F. Me 
Cabe, who marched past in excellent shape. Co. HB, 3d 
Regt., Capt. BE. F. Kirkland, was next in order; they 
also went past in fine shape. 

The representation from Connecticut made up in qual- 
ity what they lacked in quantity. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


The Old Bay State was next in order, and its troops 
were headed by Governor Wolcott, and an exceptionally 
fine staff, who saluted very handsomely as they passed 
in review. The following is the staff of the Governor:

This State was represented by the well known 5th 
Regt., of Baltimore, Col. Markoe.

The Veteran Corps of the 5th came next, uniformed, 
und made a handsome showing. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

This State was represented by Governor Busiel and 
staff, handsomely mounted. They rode finely and saluted 
in splendid order. The Amoskeag Veterans, under com- 
mand of Maj. Kimball, paraded as escort to the Govy- 
ernor. They marched well. 


VIRGINIA. 

The Old Dominion State troops came along under 
command of Gen. Anderson, who rode past, accompanied 
by a splendidly mounted staff, who rode well and saluted 
nicely. The troops under Gen. Anderson's command 
were made up into a provisional regiment as follows: 
The 4th Battalion of Richmond Blues, Maj. Sol Cutch- 
ins, commanding. They presented a showy appearance 
and marched past with faultiess line; the distances and 
intervals were also well kept and they came in for a 
generous share of applause. 

Following the Blues came Co. A, 4th Regt., Capt.

The gallant troops of Ohio were headed by Governor 
Bushnell and staff, who presented a fine appearance and 
rendered very handsome salutes. The Commander-in- 
Chief was escorted by the famous Toledo Cadets, who 
made a magnificent appéarance. They paraded about 
fifty-five officers and men, divided into three platoons of 
16 files each. The commandant of this company is Capt. 
William V. McMaken, who is treasurer of Lucas County, 
Ohio. A cut of Capt. McMaken appeared in last week's 
issue of the Fem! and Navy Jourral.” Capt. McMaken 
is the second ranking Captain in the State, his commis- 
sion dates from March 26, 1879. The Ist Lieutenant is 
Thomas J. Watters, who ranks from June 20, 1891, and 
who has served sixteen years in the O. N. G. 2d Lieut. 
Frank J. Howell has also served sixteen years in the 
State service, and ranks as a Lieutenant from June 20, 
1891. The Toledo Cadets is one of the best organizations 
in = State. 

After the cadets came a provisional regiment, under 
command of Col. C. Anthony, with two ele four 
commands of 16 files in the 1st and five commands of 16 
files in the 2d Battalion, and a detachment of the Signal 
Corps. They all made a fine showing and presented a 
neat appearance. They marched well, but the men 
too much in the ranks.

This concluded the Military Grand Division. Many 
commands, just as they reached the point of review, suf- 
fered severely from the fierce winds, fairly blinding them 
with dust, and many mey had to march with their eyes 
closed, and the wonder is that distances and alignments 
were. preserved as well as they were. One very bad 
omission on the part of those in charge of the parade was 
the absence of proper flag to designate the point of re- 
view, and this was a myth to many. It seems strange 
that in a parade like this such an important point should 
have been overlooked. The alignment and general ap- 
pearance of the greater part of the troops immediately 
after passing the reviewing stand, was very poor, due 
perhaps to the length of the previous march, or to the 
ielaxation of tension kept up until the passage was over. 
Some exceptions were the 7th New York, the 5th Balti- 
more, Toledo Cadets, the Marine Corps and some others.

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THE NAVAL PARADE. 
The port of New York presented a gala appearance on 
April 27, with vessels everywhere bedecked with bunt- 





ing, and it was as memorable a day on the water as it 
was on the land. The ships of the United States Navy. 
under Admiral Bunee, and those from foreign countries 
ot anchor in the North River opposite the tomb, as they 
were looked upon from the high ground along the River- 
side Drive, presented a most charming scene, the ships 
of the White Squadron, with the American flag at their 
main making a most formidable array. 

Aligned in double column nearest the New York shore 


were the thagship New York, Capt. Casey; the black- 
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sided British cruiser Talbot, the Spainish Infanta Maria 
Teresa, and the smaller Infanta Isabel, which with her 
square rig varied the order of her decoration; the little 
Fulton, flying the tri-color of France, distinguishable 
by her prolonged ram, and the Italian Dogali. 

Toward the Jersey side lay the armored cruiser Maine, 
Capt. Sigsbee; the battleship Indiana, Capt. Taylor; the 
battleship Texas, Capt. Wise; the Raleigh, Capt. Cogh- 
lan; the Columbia, Capt. Sands, and the monitors Am- 
phitrite, Capt. Barclay, and Terror, Capt. Harrington. 
The white sides of the American fleet shone conspicu- 
ously against the darkish waters. Only two of the for- 
cigners were white—the Fulton and the Infanta Isabel— 
while they also were the only ones bearing a semblance 
of the old-time ships, with their square rigs. 

Astern the men-of-war came the cutters of the Reve- 
nue Marine and the Lighthouse tenders. There were 
eleven of the former and five of the latter, and they pro- 
longed the columns a mile, and through columns, in and 
out and among the galaxy of craft that had swarmed 
about, shot the torpedo boat Porter, Lieut. Freemont, 
speediest of all craft, her low black hulk relieved by 
three funnels, one set well aft and apart from the others, 
which attracted the attention of all onlookers. As dis- 
patch boats the Dolphin, Lieut. Comdr. Clover, was an- 
chored ahead of the New York, and the Fern, Lieut. 
Comdr. Cowles, ahead of the Maine. Stretched out so 
the fleet covered almost a mile and a half of the river. 

At 1 o’clock in the afternoon, as the head of the pro- 
cession reached the tomb, the war ships fired a salute of 
21 guns. The merchant squadron arrived at 4 o'clock, 
composed of craft of every description, flying all manner 
of bunting, and passed in two lines between the war 
ships. The President late in the afternoon, escorted 
by Squadron A, proceeded to 129th street, where he 
boarded the Dolphin, and was received with the usual 
salute, and the President’s flag was run to the mast 
head, and the fleet saluted as the Dolphin passed, the 
seamen being piped to the side. It was 6 o'clock when 
the President was landed at the foot of 52d street, North 
River.

Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, with the Board of Ord- 
nance and Fortification, spent April 28 in superintending 
the test of a new parapet specially designed for coast 
defence and which proved eminently satisfactory. The 
parapet consisted of a solid wall of concrete, twenty feet 
thick, fronted by an embankment of thirty feet of sand. 
Two experimental sections were built, one of which was 
faced with perfectly sand, slanting at a natural 
angle. The other was faced with one row of bags of 
sand, and the front was almost perpendicular. The test 
showed that the parapet faced with loose sand offered 
the better resistance to projectiles from modern guns. 
Five shots were fired at close range from S-inech, 10-inch 
and 12-inch high pressure guns. Three of the five pro 


loose 





fectiles fired passed out through the top of the sand 
without reaching the concrete at all. One of them bare- 
ly reached the top, about fifteen feet from the face ‘of 
the sand, but the other two,came out with considerable 
velocity and lodged in a shield of ten feet of sand 
above. The other two shots were not found, but it is 
believed they are in the sand near the surface, All were 
tired at a range of from fifty to one hundred yards, and 
with an initial velocity of 1,500 to 1,800 feet per second, 
The officers with Gen. Miles were: Col. R. T. Frank, 
Col. P. C, Hains, Maj.

Another test of the Gathman shell will take place prob- 
ably next week. A sample projectile, its walls materially 
thickened, will be fired. It will be reealled that the shell 
as discharged from a 12-inch gun some months ago had 
walls of only five-eighths of an inch in thickness, and 
that the pressure of the outside atmosphere was_ suf- 
ficient to crush them. By direction of Capt. William

In addition to th), 
honored list of the nation’s heroes, I would repsectfully 
suggest another name for monumental honors, that oy 
the Commodore Mathew Galbraith Perry, U. 8. N., the 
peer of the most deserving in the above list in every ele.

Commodore Perry was a typical American naval offi- 
cer; a strict disciplinarian, exacting in matters of duty, 
appreciative of the efforts of those under his command.

lis biographer says of him: “While yet a lad he was 
active as a naval officer in the War of 1812.” He chosp 
the location of the first free black settlement in Liberiy. 
He was, to the end of his life, one of the leading edy. 
ecators of the U. S. Navy. He was the father of our 
steam Navy. He first Gotmnantonton the efficiency of the 
ram as a weapon of offensive warfare. He founde “d the 
naval apprenticeship system. He was an active insiry- 
ment in assisting to extirpate the foreign slave trade oy 
the west coast of Africa. His methods helped to remove 
dueling, the grog ration and flogging, out of the Navy. 

He commanded, in 1847, the largest squadron which, 
up to that date, had ever assembled under the Americay 
flag, in the Gulf of Mexico. The naval battery, m: uined 
by his pupils in gunnery, decided the fate of Vera (ruy, 
and his fleet’s presence enabled Scott’s army to reach 
the capital. 

His final triumph was the opening of Japan to the 
world, one of the three single events in American his- 
tory—the Declaration of Independence, and the arbitra 
tion of the Alabama claims being the other two—which 
have had the greatest influence upon the world at large.
